Many who have applied for situations as teachers the past 
year have been rejected. We want to say to all who are over 
anxious to become teachers, don’t think that nature intended 
you just for a teacher of our common schools and for nothing 
else; for nature sometimes makes mistakes, and when she does 
she produces no essential or specific type in anything, so it is 
with those would be teachers who think nature has done the 
one important thing for them, consequently have done nothing 
for themselves. Remember there is merit and honor in any 
honorable legitimate work no matter how menial, and he who 
performs well every duty and shrinks from no task be it ever 
so humble, will win applause from all candid and intelligent 
people. The teachers calling is a noble one and a thorough 
preparation for the work adds nobility and dignity so the posi- 
tion. We feel called upon to remind teachers once more of the 
imperfect manner in which the registers are kept or filled out 
by them. We cannot make a correct State report unless we 
have a correct register, and our Supt. of Public Instruction will 
not accept of an imperfect report, hence the importance of a 
correct register. ‘Then we draw our literary fund from the num- 
ber of scholars between certain ages, and if not acurately re- 
ported we suffer loss in not getting our share of the fund. 
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No teacher is entitled to pay for services as teacher until a 
correct register is returned to the board of Education, and in 
the future it will be with-held until we do get a perfect register. 

Harmony has prevailed throughout the district and no one 
has been very much out of sorts so faras we know with the: 
management of the school affairs, and we extend our thanks 
to the people for the aid they have given us. 

Wishing a bright future for our schools, we close our
